It seems that lately the 
Internet on campus has slowed to a 
crawl, and as a residence student I 
can speak from experience. But the 
thing is, it's not the University's fault. 
You know that friend of yours with 
the 40 or 80 gigabyte hard drive? The 
guy who sets a list of a hundred or so 
items up for download then leaves his 
computer running all night and day 
for the next week? The guy who has 
more porn than the Adult Movie 
Warehouse and Loveshack com- 
bined? He's the one to blame. It's 
not just one person; I can name at 
least ten or twenty different people 
to blame, and at times even myself. 
It's programs like Morpheus, Kaiaa, 
Direct Connect, Imesh, and whatever 
other download programs I may hpve 
missed.

Next year, the Uiiiversity says 
that everyone will havi to run a cli- 
ent program on their PC in order to 
connect to the network. What this 
does is allow the computer service 
people to put a cap on the bandwidth 
of each user. It's like a valve that 
restricts the amount of information 



that can leave and enter each com- 
puter. If you want a higher band- 
width, you pay. The default free 
bandwidth will still be faster than 56k 
so there shouldn't be any problems. 
Of course we will have the occasional 
pain in the ass who will bitch and 
moan cause he can't download his 
pom fast enough, and there will be 
computer hackers who will find some 
way around the cap and will get their 
service yanked. But screw them! I 
want to check my email and play 
Half-Life! It doesn't take too much 
to play online and I haven't even been 
able to do that lately, only over the 
network because it doesn't go off- 
campus.

The enviroimient that is built on the way to 
accomplishing such a movement is one of community this 
in my mind does nothing but facilitate a more comfortable 
learning environment that all of us deserve.

While it's always great to 
stumble onto a lesser-known title, it's 
sometimes comforting to settle down 
with a traditional big-name comic 
book, such as the classic likes of Spi- 
der-Man or the X-Men. However, the 
problem for anyone looking to take 
a peek into their world is the fact that 
they've been running for decades; 
there are tons of storylines, charac- 
ter interactions and plot develop- 
ments that are nearly impossible to 
follow up on, short of combing 
through old issues or the memory of 
a long-time fan. As a result, it can 
be tough to get interested when you 
know that there's tons of back-his- 
tory that you're missing out on. This 
is where Marvel's brilliant new idea, 
the Ultimate series, comes in. 

With the Ultimate series. Mar- 
vel has essentially pushed the sacred 
and untouchable big red Reset but- 
ton that the comic companies have 
officially labelled "Do Not Touch". 
That's right, Marvel has gone ahead 
and completely reset the storylines of 
both Spider-Man and the X-Men, 
wiping their slates almost completely 
clean. Starting from scratch, they 
take the characters that you've come 
to know and love, sent them back to 
their starting blocks, and placed them 
in a modem-day environment. What 
this means is that you'll now find a 
15-year-old Peter Parker learning to 
cope with his newfound powers as 
he attempts to balance his job as the 
Daily Bugle's web designer, while 
the X-Men try and stop Magneto 
from destroying George Bush Jr. 
And although the writers have been 
given some leeway to re-imagine 
their respective worlds, certain plot 
threads have to be preserved. The 
X-Men still have to square off against 
Magneto and the Brotherhood of 
Mutants and deal wifli Weapon X, 
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and Peter Parker still has to face the 
likes of Electro, Doctor Octopus and 
the Kingpin, though the circum- 
stances have all changed. For in- 
stance, Kraven the Hunter is not only 
fueled by his drive for the hunt but 
also by the need to drive up the rat- 
ings on his "Crocodile Hunter"-style 
TV series so as to hit syndication. 
Another kicker is that each element 
in the Ultimate line is unified by the 
presence of good ol' Nick Fury, the 
new head of S.H.I.E.L.D. Thus, 
when Magneto assaults Dubya on the 
White House lawn and Spiderman is 
discovered crawling and swinging 
his way around the New York sky- 
line, the James Bond-ian Supreme 
Headquarters International Espio- 
nage Law-Enforcement Divison 
known as S.H.I.E.L.D. looks to step 
in and have a say. All things consid- 
ered, it's a truly fantastic way of re- 
visiting these classic characters in 
brilliant fashion; the art is terrific, the 
writing is razor-sharp, and they touch 
upon all the things that you love 
about these people in ways that make 
you feel as though you're taking part 
of it for the first time. The Ultimate 
X-Men and Spider-Man series are 
into their 16"' and 2\" issues, so 
they're not so far along that you can't 
get into them, especially since 
they've released nearly half of each 
run in graphic novel format. I heav- 
ily suggest heading down to Comics 
North to pick 'em up, and using EBay 
to pick up the slack. You'll thank 
yourself for it later. 

And then you've got the lat- 
est in the Marvel line, simply known 
as "The Ultimates". Keeping with 
the idea that Nick Fury — who bears 
more than a passing resemblance to 
Samuel L. Jackson — has taken up 
the mantle as the head of 
S.H.I.E.L.D., The Ultimates tells the 
story of Fury's drive to put together 
a team of superhero-types in order to 
deal with the colossal super-villain- 
ous threat that has been emerging on 
the global stage. However, since 
mutants have been the source of 
many of these problems, he can't risk 
putting any into this new "Ultimate" 
team (like, say. The Fantastic Four, 
as suggested by Iron Man himself). 
As a result. Fury looks to a host of 
new players to fill the roster, with 
such trusted names as the aforemen- 
tioned Iron Man, Captain America, 
Thor, the Wasp, and Giant Man. 
Now, it's important to keep in mind 
that I have never liked any of these 
characters, as they've always seemed 
a little too tired, a little too concep- 
tually lame to stand alongside the 
likes of Spidey and the gang. How- 




ever, since this is part of the Ultimate 
line, each character has been re-in- 
vented to suit the "reset" flavor. Tony 
Stark, a.k.a. Iron Man, is now a jet- 
setting Fortune 500 playboy who sips 
martinis and revels in a multi-billion 
dollar name-band recognition in most 
every product imaginable; Captain 
America is "a solder with John 
Glenn's buzz-cut cool, John 
McCain's politics, and Mike Tyson's 
right cross", and Thor is now a popu- 
lar, charismatic "New Age guru who 
may either be the living son of a 
Norse god, or a lunatic with a big 
hammer." Now, I hate to quote pre- 
views of the series to describe the 
characters, but the series is only on 
its second issue, and is taking its 
sweet time to develop the characters, 
unlike the Ultimate X-Men, which 
leapt screaming into action right off 
the bat. This isn't a bad thing; in fact, 
it's comforting to know that they're 
taking the time to flesh out the char- 
acters. However, it leaves me at a 
loss to describe how the Hulk fits into 
the puzzle. Yeap, that's right, the 
Hulk; in this reset storyline. Banner 
is the lead scientist on Fury's Super- 
Soldier Serum project (which, in the 
early 40s, led to the creation of the 
first Captain America). Although his 
first attempts at creating the serum 
failed and turned Banner into his 
mutated ultra-destructive alter-ego 
(thus putting a new spin on his ini- 
tial gamma radiation origins), his 
Hulk cells have been out of his sys- 
tem for months... though you know 
it's only a matter of time before 
things break down. The writing is 
done by Mark Millar, who has done 
a really solid job with the Ultimate 
X-Men series - whose pacing is al- 
most the exact opposite of this series 
— and he's done a great job with The 
Ultimates thus far. The series comes 
very highly recommended, if only to 
see how things develop. Pop down 
to Comics North and gei into it be- 
fore things get too far along.

HARTSVILLE, S.C. - Scientists admit they can't explain a tidal wave of births of babies all across the nation who 
are the spitting image of Bay watch hunk David Hasselhoff!

Square Garden. The reason that this 
day is so unique is the fact that the 
match was stopped due to excessive 
bleeding.

February 18, 1985 

It was on this day that the WWF had 
an event called "The War to Settle 
the Score" and it was broadcast on 
MTV. The main attraction was 
Rowdy Roddy Piper vs. Champion 
Hulk Hogan. There was outside in- 
terference from Mr. T and Cyndi 
Lauper and it was also the founda- 
tion for the main event at the first 
WrestleMania. 

February 26, 1997 

The WWF created a new champion- 
ship on this day for the first time in 
17 years. The British Bulldog and 
Owen Hart squared off in Berlin, 
Germany to determine the winner of 
the tournament and the first ever Eu- 
ropean Champion, the British Bull- 
dog became the first ever champion. 

March 1, 1986 

This was the day that the first ever 
Slammy Awards were held. It was 
broadcast on MTV and it was a fun 
way of awarding the federation's su- 
perstars with their own trophies. 

February 13, 1997 

The Rock, known then as Rocky 
Maivia captured his first federation 
title as he defeated HHH for the 
WWF Intercontinental Champion- 
ship. This was also the first time that 
the two superstars would ever face 
off against each other. 

February 3, 2001 

This is the date that the first and now 
only XFL season kicked off. The 
league featured 8 teams, those being 
the Orlando Rage, the Birmingham 
Thunderbolts, the San Francisco De- 
mons, the Chicago Enforcers, the Las 
Vegas Outlaws, the Los Angeles 
Xtreme and the Memphis Maniax.

- Both the Godfather and Diesel 
played basketball in collage.

- In the first half of the nineteenth 
century Abraham Lincoln was a pro- 
fessional wrestler.

- No Way Out has been the name of 
the WWF's February pay per view 
since 1998. It was changed only once 
to the St. Valentine's Day Massacre. 
That is the event that Stone Cold 
Steve Austin and Vince McMahon 
fought each other inside of a steel 
cage. It's also the day that the Big 
Show debuted. 

- There have been 6 men in WWF 
history that has represented their 
country at the Olympics. In each case 
it was at the Summer Olympics: 
Mad Dog Vachon 1948 - wrestling 
Iron Sheik 1968 - wrestling 

Ken Patera 1972 - weightlifting 
Brad Rheingans 1 976 - wrestling 
Mark Henry 1996 - weightlifting 
Kurt Angle - wrestling 

- There have only ever been three 
actual submission victories in 
WrestleMania history. The first was 
at the first WrestleMania where Tito 
Santana beat the Executioner with the 
figure four leg lock. The second was 
at WrestleMania 6. Koko B Ware 
submitted to Rick "the Model" 
Martel's Boston crab. The only other 
time was at WrestleMania 1 1 when 
Bret Hart beat Bob Backlund in their 
"I Quit" match.
